At nint o’clock Wednesday evening

Census Figures 


News and News 


Every day census figures are being 
released by the Dominion Government 
in connection with the 1930 census of 
-he Prairie Province. Although fig¬ 
ures for Vulcan have not yet been 
made known, yet several points within 
the district have had population fig 
ires published. Milo shows an in¬ 
crease of one person with a popula 
tion of 135 in 1931 and 130 in 19^0. 
Lomond shows a decrease with 170 
in 1931 and 130 in 1936, 46 less. 
Blackie, too, shows a decrease num¬ 
bering 27 with a population now of 
224. At the present time all figures 
•released are subject to correction. 


Entering into the tenth week of ex¬ 
treme dry weather, the Vulcan district 
farmers find their work of harvesting 
at the fifty per cent. mark. Many have 
already completed for a record early 
larvest season; all repoi-ting yields 
beyond expectation considering that 
the district experienced its worst 
drought in history- Yields reported to 
grain buyers in the “nine-in-a-line’ 
run from three to twelve bushels per 
acre. Some fields to the west and 
south-west are expected, to yield fif¬ 
teen bushels per acre and a few far¬ 
mers are anticipating twenty in cer¬ 
tain small areas, it is said. 

Combining is the most popular nieth 
>d of harvesting this season, when ev¬ 
ery field presents a problem in plant 
•alvaging. Some fields are being cut 
by binder and are awaiting the thresh¬ 
er. In many threshing has been com¬ 
pleted. Barging is proving a popular 
method of harvest, many farmers turn 
ing to this type of machine. 

It is estimated that fifty per cent, 
of the combining" has been completed 
in the district. Very little threshing 
has been done as yet. In the immed¬ 
iate Vulcan district all cutting is com¬ 
pleted, but to the north, from the cor¬ 
rection line and into, the Buffalo Ilills 
district binding is only partly com¬ 
pleted. Elevators in Vulcan report 
grain moving slowly. It i# estimated 
that 30,000 bushels of the new crop- 
wheat has been delivered in town. 

East, in the Reid Hill territory, 
yields are reported from'three to sev¬ 
en bushels. This is the hardest hit sec¬ 
tion of the district. North^into the 
Red Cross section, yields are running 
from eight to ten bushels. Nearby 
town farms are reporting yields from 
six to eight bushels. To the west and 
south-west the yield will be the best 
this year, running from eight to twelve 
bushels and soniC better. 

From th^ some 60,000 acres’ undo 
udtivation in- the Vulcan district, it 
is estimated that 400,000 bushels of 
wheat wll ibe gleaned, with an aver¬ 
age between six and seven bushels per 
acre. This will be one-half of last 
year’s district yield. However, .with the ] 
.increased price of wheat’, will some¬ 
what recompense the poor yields.

■mndred per cent., because their answers will •show them 
without resources, and any dividend would relieve them 
from their present pitiful state. If the relief rolls o 

are any evidence of general condition in the province, 
it means that about fifteen or twenty per cent, of the popu¬ 
lation will be able to sign the covenants without very much 
weighing or balancing. 

But, between these two extremes, it is pointed out, lies 
the great mass of Alberta citizens, and they are the ones 
who are reading the covenants most carefully, trying to 
gain a clear-cut meaning from the wording. There are a 
great many families for instance, in which the wage earn¬ 
er has managed to buy his home and furnish it. He makes 
a fair wage, paid in Canadian currency, but he has man¬ 
ned to lay nothing aside. A little boost in his income by 
way of dividend would relieve him from continued anxiety. 
Hut if he covenants to exchange as much of his Canadian 
currency wages “as is convenient” (to whom?) into Alber¬ 
ta Credit, is he assured that this Alberta Credit 
will not be circulated at a discount or be limited to a few 
outlets. Will he be able to shop as freely as if he confined 
nimself to his modest Canadian currency wages. 

There are others slightly better off, who may have a few 
thousand dollars laid away for old age, and saved by dint 
of thrift and self-denial. They too, would find a basic divi¬ 
dend acceptable. But they covenant “to co-operate most 
heartily in providing food, clothing and shelter for every 
one in Alberta.” They also give specific information on 
any assets which they may have. What is the limit on 
‘most hearty co-operation?” Would it commit them to re¬ 
investment of their savings with the provincial government 
to further Social Credit? 

Current discussions amongst those who are not complete 
Social Crediters, indicate that people are reluctant to jeop 
ardize their present position in any way. As is usual, with 
human beings, they are not averse to benefits, but they are 
extremely reluctant in taking risks with anything they 
may have gathered together by slow and self-denying indi-* 
vidual effort. They would like to see everyone secure in food 
clothing and shelter, but not if it is to mean stripping 
themselves bare. Their confidence in governments and ful¬ 
filment is not developed to that extent. 

Another angle has also been presented. If an Alberta 
•itizen answered “No” to the questions “Will you co-oper- 
ite”, “Will you exchange part of your wages for Alberta 
Credit”, and so on, would he be eligible for dividends? He 
vishes to make registration requirements despite nega- 
:ive answers. If he were denied dividends would the Social 
Credit promises be fulfilled, in respect to every bona-fide 
citizen? 

These questions which are being asjked cannot be called 
•‘obstructionists queries.” They are the line of inquiry be- 
ng pursued by many Alberta citizens, who have lived most 
>f their lives in the province, and whose lives are complete- 
'y hound up in the welfare of this province. 


is disturbed by the condition of this water channel wj)ich 
has deteriorated until it is nothing more than a series of 
pools producing rank weeds and odors that are most trying 
to those who live near the banks. The Thames river at Lon¬ 
don is an illustration of what development of the country 
has done to other natural conditions. Destruction of forests 
that formerly conserved the moisture so that water-courses 
had a normal level throughout the year, now permits floods 
in springs and lack of supply in summer so that many of 
the streams are no longer a commercial* asset but, through 
stagnation, become a menace to health.” 

The loss of timber through forest fires is only a small 
part of the loss. It is most necessary in the West to con¬ 
serve all possible sources of water supply, and the fires 
which have ravaged the headwaters of our Alberta streams 
will result in further depletion of our all too meagre water 
resources. 

The present fires bring up the question of prevention. 
Would there be any advantage.in a connecting string ol' 
Look-out stations in the mountains, maintained jointly by 
the governments of Alberta and British Columbia? Have 
we an adequate Forestry department? Is it sufficiently 
manned? In a summer such as this, with an infinite amount 
of labor available, could patrols have been strengthened 
by adding a number of dependable, carefully selected men. 
Would this have minimized the loss which has already been 
sustained ? When the bills begin to roll in for wages, feed 
and equipment for the fire fighters, it is going to be a cost¬ 
ly business. And this takes no account of the present loss 
in timber and pasture, and future loss in spring floods and 
subsequent water shortage. 

After this lesson—and the menace is by no means over 
—any measures which may be taken in future dry years, 
to safeguard the foothfll forests, should surely be endorsed 
by all citizens. It is poor economy to take a chance. The 
need of a forestry air patrol seems to be strongly felt.

Strange Uses to Which Animals Put 

Their Tails 

Tails are not always the useless ap¬ 
pendages they seem at a casual glance. 
Nor are they merely ornamental. Take 
for instance, the lovely “brush” of 
the squirrel. Apart from the charm it 
imparts to its wearer, the squirrel's 
tail can be converted into a very use¬ 
ful weapon. 

When chaser by some predatory 
animal and finding itself hard pressed, 
the squirrel will often make good his 
escape by stuffing the bushy tail in 
the eyes of the foe, and thus causing 
him to pause for a moment. When the 
pursuer can see clearly again the 
squirrel is out of his reach. The squir¬ 
rel has other uses for his tail also. It 
is a useful balancing pole when the 
"rodent has to cross a very thin, sway¬ 
ing branch. In winter it is a-fine blan¬ 
ket to keep out the cold. 

The tail of the beaver is used as an 
alarm gun. When an enemy is sighted 
the loud sound of the flat tail smack¬ 
ing the surface of the water is a warn¬ 
ing to every beaver to scamper into 
the river and dive for sofety. The 
beaver also finds his tail an excellent 
rudder to keep a course in swift cur¬ 
rents. 

The kangaroo’s thick and heavy tail 
makes a fine seat. When he wishes to 
rest it makes a tripot to sit on, after 
the fashion of the sportsman’s shoot 
ing stick. 

One of the lovliest tails in the ani- 
tnal kingdom belong to the anteater. 
He uses his great bush as a sunshade, 
curling the massive fanshaped plume 
over his back.

and cattle. But some animals have 
such mere apologies for tails that they 
cannot be of any splice at all. Nature 
has left the elephant and the lynx 
mere scraps of tails, while the guinea 
pig and the' Australian wombat have 
none at all.

The Income 
Tax department must experience 
spasms of disappointment with the re¬ 
turns that are made by men reputed 
to be in tF)e million class, but agree¬ 
ably surprised by returns from un¬ 
known men who have i^i the past few 
years picked up fortunes in the min¬ 
ing boom. Cutten’s estate as estimated 
in the probate is so small that the au- 
horities suspect he had transferred 
most of his holdings to Canada. This 
may be true for he was having a lot 
of trouble with the Washington au 
thorities. 


Further proof that the motor vehi¬ 
cle creates widespread employment 
and of the injustice of taxing it as a 
luxury or of vising for other purposes 
the revenue from taxes paid by motor 
vehicle operators for roads, is seen in 
an American Automobile Association 
report indicating that in 1935 every 
motorist in the country created on? 
or more jobs for workers. 

The report, based upon an analysis 
of emergency road service rendered by 
the Association’s^ affiliated garages 
and filling stations, reveals that the 
26,00(1,000 motor vehicle operators re¬ 
tired the emergency work of more 
than 27,000,000 workers. 

It is shown that more than 1,000,000 
ehicles ran out of fuel; 8,500,000 had 
flat tires; 54,000 froze in cold weather; 
800,000 were bogged down in mud or 
now; 4,500,000 were towed to repair 
shops; 5,400,000 had ignition trouble; 
1,200,000 were caught with discharged 
batteries; 1,245,000 were wrecked or 
an off the road; 2,000,000 had starter 
trouble; and 437,000 experienced car- 
buretion difficulties. 

It is estimated that if every break- 
lown required the services of only one 
automotive worker, 27,136,000 jobs 
were created by motor vehicle emer¬ 
gencies in 1935 alone.

Cattle Prices Too 
Low to Buy Feed 

“Cattle prices are ridiculously low, 
so low that it is in my opinion, foolish 
to think of buying feed for them,” said 
T. C. Milnos, former M.L.A. for Clares 
holm, and a leading farmer and ranch¬ 
er in that district, who was in Calgary 
recently on his way to Montana to in¬ 
spect a producing oil well in which he 
lias an interest. __ 

31r. Milnos has been running 7{>0 
head of cattle on his ranch west ‘of 
Clnresholm, bringing a hunch of feed¬ 
ers to his farm closer to town each 
winter to be finished. During the past 
couple of weeks lie has sold six- car¬ 
loads in an effort to reduce his herd to 
such proportions as can be fed with 
the hay.he has available. “We had 
some hay at the ranch,” said Mr. 
Milnes, “but I am afraid that the clov¬ 
er crops which we sow at the farm for 
pasture each summer will not make 
much feed this fall, and so it is abso¬ 
lutely necessary to reduce the herd.” 

Most of the cattle Mr. Milnas sold 
recently have been shipped to the Van¬ 
couver market.—Lethbridge Herald.

Trade Progress When It Rained 


lion. W. l>. Euler Negotiating With 
Germany and Russia 

Hon. W. D. Euler says trade discus¬ 
sions with Germany were very friend¬ 
ly and this was - reported also in Ger¬ 
many. 

It was understood that the plan 
which is being worked out will enable 
Canada to sell raw materials, wheat 
and other foodstuffs in exchange for 
machinery and manufactured articles 
from Germany. 

Mr. Euier, who has been in the 
Reich for kome days, plans'to go to 
Switzerland arid Holland. He will re¬ 
turn to England later, and will sail for 
Canada aboard the Empress of Brit¬ 
ain. . . 

“I talked to Reichsfuehrer Hitler 
for more than half an hour,” he said, 
describing his interview Wednesday. 

“Hitler allowed me to ask him num¬ 
erous questions about the internation¬ 
al-situation. He answered for mevery 
carefully and with reasoned argument. 
He expressed an earnest desire for 
peace and described his fear ef Bol- 
she\ism. 

“He also spoke of the possibility of 
leveloping trade with Canada and 
Germany’s difficulties in regard to 
taw. materials, having no colonies of 
her own.” * 

To he Placed Before Gov’t 

The "new trade agreement between' 
Canada and Germany will be placed 
before the. cabinet in Ottawa this fall 
iy Hon. W. I). Euler as a result of his 
liscussions. 

The proposed agreement - would re¬ 
place the treaty .signed in 1932 by the 
Bennett government. Air. Euler spoke 
vith several Reich officials in addition 
to Chancellor Hitler, including Her¬ 
man Goeritjg and Rudolph Hess. 

Mr. Euler said he hoped any new 
Grade agreement would have the result 
of increasing Canadian exports' of 
manufactured goods as well .as raw 
Tutirin is to Germany. 

The 1932 treaty, he said, was un- 
atisTactory because tlie Reich has as-, 
sunied control of exchange and the 
trade balance was heavily against 
Canada. Under the treaty Germany 
a vc Canada most favored nation 
•treatment; Canada gave Germany {lie 
intermediate -tariff rate. 

Euler flew to Berlin from Moscow, 
where he talked trade with the Soviets 
with a view to resuming normal com¬ 
mercial relations. He will report to 
Ottawa in September. 

“In both Russia and Germany my 
i cveption was most enthusiastic. I am 
. onfldont progress had been made,” lie 
said. ’ . • ’ 

But Euler said he found the U.S.S. 

1*h- y with a gigantic building prn- 
-grnni and lie was confident the Soviets 
had' no warlike intentions.

Ottawa, August 11—To offset some 
of the gloom caused by the widespread 
failure of the grain crop in western 
Canada, and the serious fodder short¬ 
age which will compel extraordinary 
measures to relieve the ranchers and 
stockmen, there are of late several 
more hopeful developments becoming 
evident at the capital. 

Rising wheat prices, accompanied by 
a general improvement in other farm 
and garden prices, reflecting mainly 
the drought of North America but in 
part overseas influences, are gradually 
restoring a better balance between ag¬ 
ricultural and manufacturing prices. 
This disparity has long been held by 
economists to be one of the main fac¬ 
tors retarding recovery in Canada. 
The farmer was unable to trade his 
products on a fair basis with other 
producers, and he was compelled to 
pay old debts incurred when prices 
were high at a time when his own 
prices were low. 

Increase Buying Power 

Rising agricultural prices will not, 
of course, help the farmer whose har¬ 
vest was wiped out by drought or oth¬ 
er cause. Nor will they assist, directly 
the worker in other occupations. But 
inasmuch as they increase the buying 
power of the Canadian farm they will 
soon be reflected in greater activity in 
factories and stores. 

Even with an appallingly low yield 
of wheat in the main western areas it 
is quite conceivable that the total pur¬ 
chasing power of wheat farmers this 
year will be the best for several years. 
It may be recalled that the harvest of 
1932 was the third largest in the his¬ 
tory of the country, but the average 
value at the farm was only 35 cents a 
bushel, and the estimate of the value 
of that wheat crop by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics was only $154,- 
700,000. 

Even if this year’s western wheat 
crop is only 215 or 225 millions, plus 
an eastern crop of 15 millions, it is ob¬ 
vious that at prices now current the 
total value would be somewhat great¬ 
er than it was in 1932. Indeed, the pros 
pccts are now that it will be the most 
valuable crop since 1930. 

Stocks on Hand More V’aluable 

There is another aspect of the sharp 
advance in wheat prices which should 
not be missed. The wheat board has 
been selling wheat at these prices of a 
dollar and over; also, it still had, at 
the end of the crop year (July 31) ov¬ 
er a hundred million bushels of wheat 
to sell. Part of this wheat was, per¬ 
haps, carryover from previous years 
and may by now be standing in the 
books at. a dollar or over. On this 
therewnay not be much profit, but at 
any rate there does not appear to be 
much likelihood of further loss. 

But the most part of the 100 mil¬ 
lions still on hand must be what was 
bought from the western farmer on a 
basis of ST’i cents a bushel during 
the last year. It was understood at tre 
time that this was an interim pay¬ 
ment, and that if the board made any 
surplqs, it should be distributed pro 
rata among the farmers who delivered 
to the board. Of course there are stor¬ 
age and^financing charges on this 
wheat to deduct, but it would not take 
much further advance in wheat prices 
to yield a tidy sum to be distributed 
among the fanners who sold wHeat 
last year—many of whom had no crop 
this year and will be grateful for a 
small extra payment on last year’s 
wheat. #

Prosperity Bonds 
. In Circulation 

The prosperity certificates are now 
in circulation in some parts of the 
province. It is possible that they will 
not play any great part in High Riv 1 
or’s business life, since there Is no 
road work in this vicinity financed by 
the government through bonds. 

Varying reports on the reception of 
these certificates are given. About 
$1000 was accepted .by Medicine Hat 
merchants and according to the Al¬ 
bertan, went into good circulation. 

About $50,000 had beten sent out 
'from Edmonton in payment of July 
wages for highway construction. It 
is said they will be sent out at the 
rate of $30,000 a day until the issue of 
$250,000 is exhausted. 

Lethbridge had not yet received 
any scrip on Saturday. Hans Wight, 
M.L.A. of Lethbridge, stated that he 
had asked for $15,000 worth of scrip 
in his constituency for road work in 
addition to the $5,000 already ar¬ 
ranged for. The government prom¬ 
ises to do so, when the people showed 
ability to keep the certificates circulat¬ 
ing. 

The town council of Claresholm car¬ 
ried that until an outlet could be 
found for the bonds, they should not 
be accepted. 

Nanton Council “Resolved that we, 
the merchants of the town of Nanton, 
use no kind of collective force or coer¬ 
cion in the matter of the coming cir¬ 
culation of prosperity bonds but that 
each merchant use his own judgment 
and discretion in the acceptance of the 
same.” 

Edmonton Chamber of Commerce 
has urged the federal government to 
stop the issuance of the prosperity 
certificates. Protection was also called 
for in the plan lest the government 
retain Edmonton’* share of relief and 
accept stamped scrip in lieu thereof. 

The majority of Edmonton mer¬ 
chants declared willingness to accept 
certificates if they could be assured of 
an outlet. One Edmonton department¬ 
al store reports more sales of the cer¬ 
tificates as souvenirs than is being pre 
sented in payment of goods. 

Retailers already accepting the cer¬ 
tificates in Edmonton have adopted a 
system of credit slips for unspent por¬ 
tions. Later purchases can be made 
with the slips, but only at the same 
stores. *• 


crease in expenditures. The improve¬ 
ment in four months is in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 25 million dollars. The em¬ 
ployment figures are also a little bet¬ 
ter, after some months when, allowing 
for seasonal c*hanges, they made prac¬ 
tically no headway. The figures show¬ 
ing persons on relief, aside from the 
drought-stricken areas of the west, 
where there will be some increases, 
are expected to show marked reduction 
during this summer, as compared with 
a year ago. Business in general is 
more buoyant, and would have been 
much more so had it not been for the 
harvest collapse in western Canada, 
and the drought in Ontario, which did 
serious damage. On the long view the 
light wheat harvest may prove to have 
been a good thing, but it is small con¬ 
solation for the destitute farmers. 

Consultations continue, regarding 
the feed situation in the west, and the 
ranchers begin to grow restive. There 
are numerous and somewhat involved 
negotiations to complete before Otta¬ 
wa will be ready to disclose its policy 
in full. Meantime some of the ranchers 
ilon’t know whether to sacrifice their 
stock now for what they can get, or 
hang on confident that the government 
will come to the rescue in adequate 
fashion.
